I POULTRY_ACCOUNTS 

| A poultry account is a year’s record 
i November 1st to October 31st, of the 
expenses incurred in operating a poul¬ 
try yard and of the amounts received 
from the sale of its products. It in¬ 
cludes an inventory at the beginning 
and end of the poultry year and 
should show when closed, the amount 
which the venture has paid the oper¬ 
ator for his labor. 

In 1915 an effort was made by the 
Poultry Division of the Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, to encour¬ 
age poultry i keepers to keep records 
and accounts. For this, purpose spec¬ 
ial sheets called “Farm, Egg and 
Poultry Accounts,” were prepared and 
forwarded to 1 those requesting them. 
The venture proved so encouraging 
that to date farmers, small holders 
and numerous other classes front 
coast to coast are keeping records on 
the revised monthly forms supplied 
free by the Experimental Farm. 

The keeping of such a monthly rec¬ 
ord does hot interfere with any spec¬ 
ial or practical method of care or 
management. He may buy and sell 
whenever ha sees fit, providing that 
a record is kept of the change in the 
flock. The egg yield is to be noted 
each day and credited at market pri¬ 
ces, whether used in the house, incu¬ 
bator or sold. The various columns 
of the sheet are to be filled in at the 
time of the transactions. In this way 
the hens are given the credit they de¬ 
serve. By filling a bin in the hen 
house with grain once a month and 
providing a good sized dry mash hop¬ 
per, the trouble of keeping account of 
the feed is reduced to a minimum. 

As the summary of these records 
should furnish very valuable data, a 
duplicate copy is mailed to the Poul¬ 
try Division promptly at the end of 
each month. In acknowledgement of 
this information, a monthly letter of 
hints stressing some subjects of im¬ 
portance is mailed to the correspond¬ 
ent. Should the report contain cor¬ 
respondence or questions this matter 
is immediately attended to. Only 
those who return the monthly reports 
receive the letters of suggestions. 

All monthly records should be ex¬ 
amined at the end of the year to note 
particularly from what item the great 
est income lias been derived, whether 
from market or hatching eggs, mark¬ 
et poultry or breeding stock and to 
study the expenses with relation to 
the receipts. Such a record properly 
kept not only affords pleasure but is 
a guide for future operations. This, 
the poultry man who is able to an-j 
swer the following questions is the 
man who watches every little detail, 
and makes note of it, and only when 
such definite records have been kept.i 
lias any great advance in production! 
or real progress been made:

CONQUESTOF CHINA 

The following article has been gub- 
I mitted for publication by William Foo 
a Chinaman resident at High River. 
The article is interesting from a lit¬ 
erary as well as educational viewpoint 
and reflects credit on the author, who 
was a student in the Technical School 
of Toronto for four years: 

China’s introduction to western civ¬ 
ilization occurred in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury when Portugese and Spanish con 
quistadors reached the eastern coast 
and entered several ports. Ladening 
their ships with rich and exotic pro¬ 
ducts of the far East, they returned 
to Europe and spread fabulous tales 
about the wonders of this tumion 
land. Soon the adventurers, some 
English, French and Dutch traders fit¬ 
ted out argosies to engage in this new 
field of profitable commerce and from 
that moment China became an object 
of cupidity to the merchant princes of 
Europe. 

For nearly three centuries, the on¬ 
ly contact Europe or America had 
with China, was in a few ports where 
foreign vessels were allowed to enter 
and trade, but vast hinterland, reach¬ 
ing across China beyond the Great 
Wall and into Mongolia, Manchuria 
and Tibet, remained an impenetrable 
mystery. The Manchuria Emperor, 
who had ruled China since 1644 de¬ 
creed that it should remain an isolat¬ 
ed nation. Only Russia, whose east¬ 
ern frontier in Siberia marched with 
western boundary of Chtna, had treaty 
relations which were consummated in 
1689. 

The Christian fervor for proselyting 
finally overcame obstacles (Q.the pene 
tration of China that had. baffled the 
traders and in 1801 a protesant mis¬ 
sion led_by Robert Morrison, sent 

out by the London Missionary Society 
gained a foothold there and began to 
! make converts to the Christian faith. 
By 1850 there were a dozen missions 
in China, including those of English 
and American Baptists and Presby¬ 
terians, ai\d American and German 
and French Catholics. In the mean¬ 
time political intervention in China by 
foreign governments had began. 

The British had introduced opium 
into China early in the nineteenth 
century. They exerted themselves to 
stimulate trade in the lethal drug in 
this vastly populous country because 
it gave them an outlet for one of the 
principal products of India. In 1821, 
Emperor Toa Kwang, finding that the 
to suppress the trade and this action!

Since 1844 extra-territorial rights 
have been extended from 5 to 50 
| Chinese cities and 13 international 
settlements have been established, 

| while in thirty six cities areas have. 
| been set aside exclusively for alien 
settlement. Moreover, during this 
) period of about 80 years, the great 
; powers, England, Russia, Japan, 
Erance and Germany, carved China up 
into “Spheres of influence’’ and each 
of those alien nations assumed to dom 
inate the transportation, commerce, 
exploitation of natural resources and 
! even the government in its particular 
I sphere, so that the Peking govern- 
! ment retained full control of actually 
| less than one seventh of its vast em¬ 
pire. 

| The United States has extra-terri¬ 
torial rights in China, established by 
the treaty of 1844, and maintains a 
special branch of the United States 
court there with American judges pre¬ 
siding. In Shanghai and other inter¬ 
national settlements three of its con¬ 
suls and other diplomatic officials 
participates in the government of the 
international settlements, and Ameri¬ 
can business in China enjoys the same 
immunities from Chinese law, taxes 
and regulation that other foreigners 
have. The United States, however, 
has never participated in the partition 
of China into spheres of influence, but 
on the contrary, the “Open Door” pol¬ 
icy, enunciated by secretary of state, 
John Hay, has been urged by this 
government from 1899 when western 
of their aggressiveness against the 
European nations, were at the height 
Sovereignty of China, to the present 
time!

OIL NEWS 


A good flow of oil was struck on 
Saturday at the Okato oil well at a 
depth of 4120 feet. There is 2000 
feet ef light green oil standing in the 
hole after 12 hours of constant bail¬ 
ing. The strike was made in the 
Kootenay formation. 

The British Dominion is still drill¬ 
ing being down to a depth of 6006 
feet. 

Calmont oil well is down to a depth 
of 4176 feet, with eight inch casing. 
Production at the Illinois-Alberta oil 
well on October 26 amounted to for 
Wednesday 98.4, on Tueday 104.2 bar 
rels and on Monday 93 barrels. The 
former production registered from 
this well about three weeks ago was 
an average of about 84 barrels per 
day. 

Illinois No. 2. Somewhat slow pro¬ 
gress is being made at the Illinois- 
Alberta No. 2 well where drilling is in 
progress at 403 feet. The formation 
is said to be very hard. 

Vulcan Oils, No. 1 was frozen up 
about three weeks, company prepar¬ 
ing to try to fish out tools lost when 
well first blew in at depth of 5,004 
feet. New 6,000-foot wire cable has 
been sent out to which 500 feet at 
rope will be attached on end carrying 
spear to fish for lost tools. The rope 
cable will be put on to avoid possibili¬ 
ties of kinking if gas comes back sud¬ 
denly. Well was producing about 
100 barrels per day of naptha when 
freezing took place. 

Vulcan No. 2 is down over 3,860 
feet, drilling and bailing light 62 
gravity oil at average about 50 bar¬ 
rels day carrying 814 inch casing. 

Spooner No. 1 is down over 4,666 
feet, drilling and carrying 614 inch 
casing behind the tools. About one 
million cubic feet per day of gas com¬ 
ing from well which is thought to be 
still in the Fernie horizon. 

The daily production of the leading 
oil wells in Alberta, is given by Cal¬ 
gary Oil Examiner as follows: 
McLeod No. 1, 9 barrels; Royalite 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3 combined, 24 barrels;

Alberta No. 1, 86; Home No. 1 (esti¬ 
mated) 100; Vulcan No. 1, 100; Dal-

Ilaf E. Larsen of Blackfalds, Alber¬ 
ta, and R. G. Gordon of Victoria, B.C.

GREAT WHEAT BELT 

Yields of From 37 to 60 Bushels Per 
Acre Are Gotten; New Early Ripen¬ 
ing Varieties being Developed 

, In response to a long distance tele¬ 
phone call from my brother-in-law, 
W. J. Evans, of Blackie, Alta., in¬ 
forming me that Rip, the Pointer, 
was in fine fettle, that the Hungar¬ 
ian partridges were in prime condi¬ 
tion and that the big northern ducks- 
had been fattening for weeks on the 
famous Alberta wheat Sel ls, to say 
nothing of the geese that were due to 
appear at any time, I wiped up the 
old shot gun, packed up hoots and 
other paraphernalia and started soon 
after for the “great open spaces” of 
King George’s Domain, for a week’s 
holiday as our friends across the line 
say. ' 

I had visited Alberta on two other 
occasions, but never before when 
wheat was in the “stook” and the 
broad expanse of that famous wheat 
growing district which lies to the 
east, north and south of Calgary, 
alone is worth the effort and expense 
of travelling seven hundred some 
miles, for never in the history of the 
Province has Alberta produced such 
a rank growth of, wheat, while the 
yield is equal to that of any year in 
the history of that remarkable 
Province. 

The threshing season is late through 
out Alberta and Saskatchewan. When 
I returned October 15, only 15 per 
I cent of the threshing had been com- 
| pleted, and a few fields of wheat had 
| been left standing, waiting for the 
grain to get in proper condition for 
the combine, a few of such machines 
now being in operation in that district' 

I talked with scores of farmers and 
walked through many of the fields 
where the shocks are so thick that the 
drivers of bundle wagons often find 
it difficult to, drive between them 
without knocking them over. Great 
long heads of wheat are characteristic 
of practically every field. Yields are 
running big in spite of some damage 
by frost. I saw fields that were av¬ 
eraging all the way from 37 to 60 
bushels per acre, which is almost un- 
believeable. The Red Bob and Garnet 
varieties of wheat predominate. The 
Garnet is a comparatively new wheat 
in the Alberta district and farmers de 
clare that they will sow much more 
of it next Reason, as it matures in 
about 100 days, or ten days earlier 
than the Red Bob. 

Farmel-s in that district are get¬ 
ting rich growing wheat. They diver¬ 
sify but little. Those who have farm¬ 
ed there for 20 years, declare that 
they have never grown less than 15 
bushels, even under the most adverse 
conditions and if they get less than 
30 bushels, they are greatly disap¬ 
pointed. As to the price they re¬ 
ceive in Canada, the price is well up 
with that quoted in the states, and 
of late years, it has frequently been 
a little better, though Canadian wheat 
is graded more closely. A No. 2 
Canadian wheat would readily grade 
No. 1 in the states, so I was informed. 

Wheat is produced more cheaply in 
Alberta than most any other place. 
Several farmers from the Blackie 
district were talking and they agreed 
that they could make money, consid¬ 
ering their sure and heavy yields, 
even though they received only 66 
cents a bushel for it. 

The soil is very black and the loam 
is quite deep, sometimes extending to 
a depth of several feet. Very frequent 
ly where clean wheat has been pro¬ 
duced, the crop will be followed by 
wheat stubbled in the following spring 
and a good crop results. While sum¬ 
mer fallowing is the rule, sometimes 
the land produces such a rank growth 
of wheat that the farmer deems it in¬ 
advisable to summer fallow for two 
or three years. Oats freqently yields 
a hundred bushels per acre, and bar¬ 
ley is a heavy crop. I saw very lit¬ 
tle corn and none that one could be 
proud of. Very little rye is grown 
as it is less profitable than wheat. I 
was talking with the Willies brothers 
of Champion, Alta. They had in 550 
acres of wheat and though they had 
not threshed, they told me they fully 
expected to ftiarket 25,000 bushels. A 
field of Garnet wheat raised by Dan 
McNiven 12 miles east of Blackie, av¬ 
eraged 52 bushels and he has saved it 
all for seed. The wheat,on the 700 
acres on the Evans farm is running 37 
to 45 bushels per acre. Farmers were 
not worried at the delay caused by 
frequent rains and a snow storm, de¬ 
claring that they had always gotten 
their crops threshed in time. They 
will want three weeks of favorable 
weather to complete their threshing 
however. 

Land around Blackie is held from 
$28 an acre up. Occasionally a farm 
without buildings sells for less and 
$40 an ac.re is not on unusual price to 
ask. Mucfi’ of the farming is done 
with tractors and many trucks are 
seen on the highways. 

On account of the rains, most of 
the ,wheat while big and plump is 
grading tough on account of the mois¬ 
ture content. Proper weather will 
dry it out if farmers prefer to wait 
long enough. Some are waiting as 
there is a difference of 8 cents a bush¬ 
el betjvieen No. 1 and No. 2. Alberta 
wheat is shipped either to Montreal 
or to Vancouver, with a trifle advan¬ 
tage in favor of the Vancouver price, 
considering'freight rates. Much of it 
is ground into flour in Calgary where 
one of the big mills is located. 

It is freely predicted throughout 
Western Canada that the 1927 crop 
will exceed that of 1923 which was the 
record yield of 474,199,000 bushels in 
that year. The wheat in the whole 
province in 1915 and this year the av¬ 
erage may be as high. 

Some interesting facts are gleaned 
from the report on Agricultural Prog¬ 
ress in Canada, issued during the 
present month by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

There are few stories of achieve¬ 
ment so remarkable as the history of 
wheat production in Canada, with 
the transformation of the unbroken, 
unproved plains of the West into a 
territory known familiarly the world 
over as the granary of the empire. In 
1871, four years after Confederation, 
before the transcontinental railway 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
had opened up to settlement the reg¬ 
ion which was to become the. greatest 
wheat growing area of the globe, the 
yvheat yield of the Dominion was 16,- 
723,873 bushels. By 1901, Urirty years 
later, the annual crop had become 65,- 
672,278 bushels, an increase of over 
230 per cent. Between 1901 and 1926, 
a momentous quarter of a century, 


the yield increased to 407,811,000 
bushels, or by over 630 per cent. 
Some authorities state that the 1927 
harvest may add nearly 100,000,000 
bushels to the 1926 figure. At all 
events it will not be long before the 
500,000,000 bushel figure is regularly 
reached in wheat production. Some 
remarkable yields have already been 
reported, particularly from the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta. One report from 
Lethbridge points to the setting of a 
new world record for the production 
of winter wheat on the Noble farm at 
1 Nobleford with Kharkov aaM.C., a 
wheat developed at Macdonald Agri¬ 
cultural College, Quebec. 

While but 340 acres of a 1,300 acre 
field of this wheat had been threshed [ 
«nd weighed when the report was is¬ 
sued, the section threshed yielded at 
the rate of 57 bushels to the acre. 
This section was the poorest of the 
field which set a world record of 52 
bushels to the acre in 1916. Indica¬ 
tions point to a total crop for the 
1,300 acres which will advance con¬ 
siderably the world record for wheat 
production on a large scale. While 
higher records of production have fre- 
ouently been made, exceeding 100 
bushels on a single acre, the Noble 
farm is claimed to have set a world 
record for a field of its size in 1916. 

In spite of the varied manner in 
which Canada is developing and the 
many prominentphases of achievement 
which compel world attention, wheat 
temains the. supreme product of the 
Dominion, the commodity by which 
she is best known to the world at 
large. Wheat is not only the most 
valuable single item of Canadian pro¬ 
duction but also of export. In the last 
twelve months for which complete fig¬ 
ures are available Canada sent* all ov¬ 
er the globe 251,265,788 bushels of 
wheat worth $348,237,878, and in addi 
tion shipped oUt 1,595,457 bushels of | 
wheat flour with a value of $9,247,824 
manufactured from her wheat. 

Yet although of such transcendent 
importance the story of Canadian 
wheat is but at its opening chapters. 

A relatively small proportion of the 
arable land in Western Canada and 
other sections is yet under cultivation 
and present production can be very 
largely expanded. Furthermore the 
evolution of new and earlier varieties 
of wheat, which shorten the growing 
season, are materially adding to the 
wheat growing acreage of Canarja, 
and steadily pushing the wheat belt 
further north. Marquis, which was 
considered sensational when first pro¬ 
duced and given to the world, which 
has been the mainstay of Canadian 
wheat production and made the Do¬ 
minion products a standard the world 
over, now has rivals. 

Garnet wheat, which it was claim¬ 
ed would further reduce the growing 
season by ten days and was first dis¬ 
tributed last year, has again given a 
good account of itself this year accord 
ing to authoritative report. Garnet 
wheat was cut two weeks earlier than 
other varieties in Western Canada 
this year, and yields of 40 bushels to 
the acre and over have been reported. 
The first carload of wheat delivered 
on Western lines this season was Gar 
net, furnishing the most conclusive 
proof of its earlier maturing proper¬ 
ties. No claim is made that Garnet 
will oust Marquis from the place it 
has long occupied in Western Cana¬ 
dian wheat production, but it is be¬ 
lieved there is an important place for 
this new variety in the Western Cana 
dian industry, especially as settle¬ 
ment penetrates further north into 
the newer lands. This wheat will take 
production - out of a gamble into a 
surety in a great area formerly on the 
fringe of or beyond the accepted 
wheat belt. 

Nor has the limit in this evolution 
been reached. Something of a furth¬ 
er revolution in wheat growing is 
promised by Herman Trelle, who in 
1926 secured the world championship 
for wheat as well as for oats at the 
Chicago International Hay and Grain 
Show. He is stated to be working 
upon a wheat which can be sown la¬ 
ter and yet ripens eighteen days ear¬ 
lier than present varieties. The fur¬ 
ther effect of this upon wheat grow¬ 
ing in Western Canada can be readily 
imagined. 

Another possible development, 
when growing and ripening periods 
have been reduced to the minimum, 
forecast by the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture, is a wheat with a double 
chaff to protect the grain against pos¬ 
sible early frosts. The Minister, who 
apparently has good grounds for his 
statement, believes this to be quite 
within the range of possibility. This 
would combat summer frosts which 
occur in certain years and practically 
render the Western wheat crop im¬ 
mune to such perils. Since summer 
frosts are said to be more iminent the 
further north one goes this would be ' 
another factor in extending the wheat 
belt. 

Itfjs clear that Western Canada has 
a yet greater future awiting her in 
wheat growing. The development 
of Marquis wheat effected something 
of a revolution in Canadian agricul¬ 
ture, and for a long period this var¬ 
iety had been preponderantly the 
principal crop grown. Other develop¬ 
ments are taking place to meet spec¬ 
ial needs and maintain Canada’s su¬ 
preme place as a wheat producer both 
as regards volume and quality. 

This story is already too long. I 
wanted to say something about my 
impressions of the manner in which \ 
Canada's liquor laws are working,! 
something about the wonderful city! 
of Calgary, with its 75,000 population! 
a visit to the Park Hill Silver Black j 
Fox farm where 600 valuable foxes; 
are to be found. Some stories of the j 
Prince of Wales, whose ranch is only] 
a few miles from High River, not far), 
from where I visited, but I’ll have to I 
postpone this until a future issue. l| 
may even tell about my duck, part¬ 
ridge and goose hunts, though per- j 
haps the readers (flight take my hunt-! 
ing stories with a grain of salt.—G.D. j 
C.—Minot Independent, Dakota.

We may add to patrons of ftlegtric 
current that the interruption on Sun¬ 
day last was in accordance with the 
agreements with the various towns 
and villages that these changes be 
marie on Sundays or holidays and in! 
.this respect the interruption was of 
short duration and during hours that 
did not seriously conflict with house-! 
hold arrangements. 

In connection with the schedule of 
rates as charged to the citizens of 
High River by the Calgary Power Co. 
it would appear to The Times that it 
would bo an advantage for the town 
to have a schedule similar to that ap¬ 
plied to other towns, with reference to 
the service charge and discount We 
would suggest that the council get!in 
touch with the Power Company And 
have them .supply data as tv, hqw it 
would affect each individual consum¬ 
er. Under the service charge ai- 
rangement a very small percentage 
would he paying a few- cents more per 
month than at present but th«f’*sav— 
ing on all the consumers would be suf 
ficient, we believe to warrant the 
adoption of the other schedule.

C. Raby has just bought 17,000 
sheep from the Knight Sugar Co., the 
deal, involving $140,000, for the pur¬ 
chase of fine quality Ramboulettes— 
lambs, yearlings, two, three and four 
year old sheep. 

The purchase by Hunter Bros, of 
Olds of the Reed Ranch Farms, in the 
Olds district for $375,000 vvas conclud 
ed the other day. This block of farms 
is recognized as one of the best in the 
province. It covers 13,000 acres. 

Mr. Nichol who purchased the old H 
H. Hohen farm, north of Mazeppa not 
so long ago, sold the place this week 
to a farmer from the Crossfield dis¬ 
trict. The farm consists of 480 acres 
of well improved land. 

For carrying on business as a ped¬ 
lar, without having the neecssary li¬ 
cense, Fred Dunkley of Calgary, was 
fined $5 and costs at Blackie by a lo¬ 
cal justice, on October 28.
